For September and October Pool— 
Highest Prices Paid in the History 
of the Orange Industry. 


The Charter Oak Citrus Association 
will within the next few-days pay to 
its growers $100,000, being the final 
returns for its final pool of Valoncias. 
This pool, of over 12,000 boxes, shipped 
during the period of Sept. 3 to Oct. 19, 
netted the growers $8.25 per box r mak­ 
ing an average of $10.05 per box deliv­ 
ered in the eastern markets. 


The postponed annual meeting 
1 of 
the association will be held at the pack­ 
ing, house this (Friday) morning. 


The secretary's report shows - that 
the; shipments for the past year were 
132J966 boxes, being 332 cars of 400 
boxes each. The 4gross returns for the 
season for fruit shipped was $502,362, 
of which amount there was paid to the 
growers $452,657.26. 
• The association's year ends August 
'31st, so these figures are for fruit ship­ 
ped fr&m Sept. 1, 1917, to August 31st, 
1918. 
...The average price, f. o.b. California, 
received was: navels, $4.867; Valen­ 
cia?, September and October pool, 1917, 
$2,599; Valencias, June to Sept. 1, 
1918, $5,940; an average f. o. b. price 
for all oranges shipped during the as­ 
sociation's season o'f $3,869.

ORANGE GROWERS ASSOCIATION 
RETURNS HALF MILLION DOLLARS 


Shipping the past year only one-third 
tho amount of fruit shipped ro 191/, tho 
Covina, Orango Growers' Association 
has paid its growers $47,395.92 more I 
money, or a total of $497,352.64. 


The previous year's not returns ex­ 
ceeded by far any former year in the. 
history of the association. 


This is the brief summary of the 
annual report of the Covina Orange 
Growers' Association, which will bo 
placod in the hands of tho members at 
tho annual meeting to bo held. at tho 
packing houso tomorrow 
(Saturday) 
morning at 9 o'clock. 


Owing to tho extromo heat .wave in 
Juno, 1917, causing the soverost drop­ 
ping of young fruit in the history of* 
the industry, the'association's navel 
production was cut down to an average 
of "18 per" cent of the previous year's 
crop. The production of Valencias was 
in the neighborhood of 50 per cent of 
the; previous year. , 


The association shipped 21,451 boifbs 
of Washington navels, being 47 -cars, 
based on an average of 462 boxes to 
the car, for which the growers rocoiyed 
an average net return of $4.01 per box. 
The total Valencia production was 50,- 
505 boxes, at an average net return to 


the gr'owor of'$5i64; During tho year; 
tho association shipped 2,239 boxec of 
miscellaneous varieties, for which it,' 
received an average net return to the 
grower of $3.98. Average not returns 
for all grades and variotios for tho year 
$5.12, as compared to $1.51 in 1917. 


In the printed report, tho manage-'' 
ment, with the full approval of the. 
board of directors ,recommends that the 
one-pool method, which for tho past 
two years has boon applied to navel 
shipments, be in .future also extended 
to tho Valencia shipmonts."

Soldier Resting After 
Being in Five Battles 


The following extracts from letters 
written by Oscar Lindahl to his wife, 
younger daughter of Mr. and Mrs. H: 
M. Houser, will be read with interest 
by his many friends: 


October 17, 1918. 
This is just a few lines to let you 
know that I am still alive, and feeling 
as good as I can expect to feel after 
some weeks of 
fighting. 
Just out of 
the line, and may have to go back in 
again in a few days. But for my part, 
and the sake of all of us, I hope we 
don't, for we all need a good rest. 


I am the most lucky boy in France 
so far. I have now been through five 
battles, and got out of them all safe, 
only one little scratch on my head from 
a piece of shrapnel. 
That 
didn't 
amount to anything. 


My feet arc somewhat 
sore 
from 
keeping my shoes on for such a long 
time. I guess it was over two weeks 
that I didn't have my shoes off. 


Lc Mont Dorc, France. 


October 22, 1918. 
You will be somewhat surprised when 
I get through telling you where I am at 
present. I am on a seven days' leave, 
and many miles away from my com­ 
pany. 
Just a few days after we came 
out of our last battle, one morning the 
first 
sergeant came to me and said, 
"Lindall you are granted a seven day 
pass, with five more of the boys from 
this company." I wish you 
could 
have, seen the smile on my faco about 
that time. 


Well, you sec it's this way, 600 boys 
from the 4th Division were granted a 
seven day pass, six boys from 
each 
company, and I was one of the lucky 
six from my company, and we were only 
a few miles back of No Man's Land 
when wo started. 


We went in trucks to a 
reception 
camp the first day. Had a good feed 
and a good night's sleep.

The American Y. M. C. A. are 
running quite strong here, and 
are 
making quite a home for soldiers when 
ever they have a chance to come here. 
We are all staying at different hotels, 
and get free lodgings and three meals 
a day, all paid for by the U. S. gov­ 
ernment. 
Don't you think that is 
pretty good? 


You can't imagine how good the room 
is in this hotel, and last night when I 
laid down in this nice soft 
- bod I really 
thought I was in heaven. 
First time 
I have slept in a real bed since I loft 
the States, and a real bed is somewhat 
different from a hole in the ground, half 
full of water part of tho time. I have 
spent many nights that way, but I hope 
it won't be many more. Not any more 
would suit me a lot bettor. 


We get to stay here seven days from 
the day we arrive. I am sending you 
two pictures of tho towns I am to visit.

Against Prussian Guard 


in 


La Belle France 


CoTporal Harry H. SnodgTass, with 
the 91st division, on the French front, 
in a letter to the home folks, tells of 
the deadly character of the work in 
their attack along the whole French 
front in the fighting early in October. 


France, Oct. 7, 1918. 


Dear Folks: 


I will try and write, as I have a few 
minutes' spare time. It seems all my 
letters come at once, and I am always 
glad to get them. Writing paper is real 
scarce at times, but I generally manage 
to rustle up a little. I received a letter 
from Ralph telling me of Boy Brown's 
death. I also received one from Harry 
Weathers. He said he saw my name 
and address in the Argus is the way he 
happened to know where I was. It 
seems funny I don't get the papers you 
send. I guess you had better write the 
news in the letters and not depend on 
the papers to get me the news. You 
asked where I am and what I am doing. 
Well, I can say I am seeing real war 
on the front. We were put against a 
division of Prussian guards, which you 
may have read about. Wo drove them 
back seven miles the first day and cap­ 
tured a great many prisoners from 16 
to 50 years of age, but the farther wo 
went the stronger the resistance, but 
wo went ahead anyway. Wo were un­ 
der shell fire for four days and nights, 
so there is more to look out for than 
machine guns and snipers, I have learn­ 
ed to lay very closo to nature. I never 
"hugged anything like I did the ground. 
We dig in like a bunch of gophers. It 
doesn't take long, 
either, 
when the 
shells begin to break and throw dirt 
around us. It makes no difference how 
deep the mud and water, the ground 
always looks good in tho front lines. 


We chased the Germans out of places 
they had lived in for tho last four 
years. Some places in tho forest they 
had real homos.' It looked to me like 
it wasn't any wonder the war has last­ 
ed so long. But we got them out in the 
open where we can get at them now. 
Beading about it and doing it is quite 
a 
difference. 
There is nothing likc'l 
home about it. I haven't gotten a 
scratch yet and hope I never do. Our 
division is receiving letters from tho 
A. E. F. headquarters praising us very 
highly for doing such good work our 
first %ne. 
I wish I could tell you where 
I am, but I think you can just about 
locate us from the papers. 
; 
<' Just five months to tho day since I 
left home I went.over the top, so you 
.can know when that was. 


I saw id the .paper .where we can re­ 
ceive a 3-pound box for Christmas, but 
don't worry about sending me anything 
lor I appreciate it just as much as if 
I got one. Our officers haven't said 
anything about tho boxes yet, so don't 


it. 


You spoke about hot weather. I wish 
wo had a little of it. It is pretty cold 
to be out without anything over us but 
the frost in the mornings. 


Well, the way things look now I 
don't soe how it will last long, for we 
are driving them from tho North Sea 
to Switzerland. I bet the Huns won't 
have housos to live in this winter.

The following letter, descriptive of 
the natural beauties of France, and 
telling of tho ruthless devastation of 
the Hun, has been received by Mrs. A. 
M. Pence and Miss Mattie Breakey 
from their nephew, Charles F. Smith, 
now 
with 
tho ordinance 
corps in 
France: 


France, October 26, 1918. 
Dear Folks: 


I am in the office this evening and 
will utilize the time in writing a letter 
to you. 


I had a most wonderful trip this 
week by machine through the most 
beautiful part of France. Was gone for 
three days, proceeding to another port, 
a distance of about 375 miles round 
trip. I was accompanying the captain 
on official business. 


I must take back one of tho state­ 
ments which I made in an earlier letter 
about the scenery of Scotland being 
superior to that of France, but that was 
before I had seen the most beautiful 
part of France. 
The scenery in this 
country is of the woodland type, which 
I prefer to the grasslands of Scotland, 
though the latter are very boautiful. 
It is autumn now and the trees are of 
a million different shades, varying be 
tween a golden color and a brown. Then 
intermixed with this background there 
aro the evergreen trees, so that alto 
gethcr the color scheme is wonderful. 


We 
passed 
many 
hills 
completely 
covcrod with this coat of splendid col­ 
or, then wo passed along the hillsides, 
whore we could look out over these 
woods to the valley and town beyond. 
It was simply one grand picture after 
another, and many times along the road 
I wished that I had some sort of a 
magic camera with which I could take 
a picture of tho entire trip just as I 
saw it to take back home with me. 


But there was a sad part to our trip 
We passed through country where tho 
hollish work of the Hun was plain to 
be seen. Wo wore in town after town 
and saw house aftor house, all of which 
had at one time been happy homes, but 
arc now nothing more than a mass of 
ruins. The port in which I stopped was 
a typical example. All of tho public 
buildings, which had at one time had 
the reputation of being among the most 
boautiful on the continent, aro now 
marred by bombs, or what is loft is 
sandbagged to lessen the effect of the 
bombs as much as- possible, so that you 
would never imagine that they had once 
been masterpieces of architecture. But 
the Hun will pay, and tho day of reck 
oning is not far distant. 


Tho French roads aro very fine ex­ 
cept where the trucking necessitated by 
the war has cut them up, but there arc 
Gorman prisoners working on thorn all 
tho time, making ropairs. It certainly 


know what they aro going to do aboutj . g a p p r o p r i a t o that they should bo help­ 


ing to repair tho beautiful 
country 
they have tried to convert into the 
dosort. 


Tho driver of the car was from Ful 
lerton, and so wo had a chat about the 
West in general, and California in par 
ticular. Wo roomed together at tho port 
so wore together a good deal of the 
time. I must closo for this time,

A NOVICE GRAPHICALLY DESCRIBES 
fflS FIRST EXPERIENCE IN PLANE 


Tho following well-written 
letter, | 
descriptive of the sensations 
experi­ 
enced by a student in the aero service, 
lias been recoived from Roy M. Allin, 
a brother of Mrs. H. Brpwnfiold, prin­ 
cipal of the Merwin school, and a ne­ 
phew of Judge Frank R. Willis, of tho 
Superior Court of Los Angeles county: 
Park Field, 


Memphis, Tenn. 
Sept. 30, 1918 


Dear Folks: 


I stood beside one of our wax-wing­ 
ed beauties, a late model Curtis biplane, 
or "ship." The engine was idloing af­ 
ter coming in our line with tho field

from 
a 
previous 
trip. 
Lieut. 
Hibner was sitting in the instructor's 
•or passenger's cock-pit. 
Iclimbed in­ 
to the rear cock-pit, buckled tho life­ 
belt secure and tight, and adjusted mj 
•headgear and goggles. 


We then taxied out on the starting 
line, looked fot other ships that might 
"be landing, found everything clear, and 
the lieutenant gave her the " g u n . " 
I 
•was pulling on my gloves as we went. 


Small "bumps" in the air lifted and 
dropped us quickly, like a well-cushion­ 
ed, 
fast-moving elevator. 
I then felt 
a now peculiar sensation in both stom­ 
ach and throat. 
We 
wero 
turning. 
Tho left wing came up in a steep bank 
of about 60 degrees. I looked sidc- 
wiso down through tho tips of 
the 
right wing as tho earth wall seemed to 
twist around it. I sat in wonder, ex­ 
periencing no sensation of falling, yot 
from our apparent motion wo should by 
tho laws of physics, "side slip" rapid­ 
ly down to earth. 
Then tho right wing 
came up again and wo flow straight. 
(So far my left hand.was resting light­ 
ly on tho "joy-stick" and my feet on 
the rudder. 


We flew straight, then the noso went 


up, 
and up we shot like a mammoth 
roller coaster, and then lovelcd off. 
Your stomach 
cannot keep up with 


you. 
It first sinks down, then 
floats 
up past you, hesitates and then comes 
back to normal. We "zoomed" down 
and up, twisted and turned and finally 


| headed north, with gray clouds fading 


The "race,"or wind, from the "prop" i into misty earth as an horizon. 
We had 


<propeller) rushed past my face with a 
areal 
pressure. The 
grass 
covered 
ground sped backwards almost in a 
blurr. 
Then came a 
light, 
smooth, 
floating sensation; I was really flying at 
last. 


The ground slipped behind and below; 
the view broadened. I looked over the 
side, one hundred, two hundred feet be­ 
low, and without sense of 
dizziness. 
Objects began to look funny and flat. 


'X looked around at the broadening view 
>of forests, farms, city, and far to tho 
west/ 
winding, "kinked u p " rib­ 
bon, the Mississippi river. 


climbed to a thousand feet, which look 
od about tho same as flvo hundred feet 
had looked. 


Then the lieutenant 
turned around 
and motioned for mo to take control 
of the machine. 
Lord, what did I know 
about all that tangled spider web ho had 
been weaving with that " joy-stick 1" 
Well, I was willing to take a chance if 
ho was. I took hold. Tho machine 
nosed down; I was already pulling back 
on tho "stick" as ho motioned to pull 
tho nose up. Up the noso came, way 
past the horizon, and tho engine "sput­ 
tered" protest. 
I pushed tho "stick" 


forward gently, and held the "ship's 
nose' on the horizon. 
By now the right 
wing was dipping and he motioned to 
raise it. I pulled the "joy-stick" to 
the left, and up tho right wing came, 
and the left went down. 
Then I eased 
the "stick" back to neutral, and.we 
flew level. I had learned my lesson 
of "over control." 


Then we began to turn off our course. 
He kicked the rudder control, thus hint­ 
ing rather roughly to give a right rud­ 
der. I slipped futher down in the seat 
to reach them properly, and soon was 
flying straight and level, and the lieu­ 
tenant held both hands up to show that 
I had.absolute control of the "ship." 


After a short while he took control 
again, circled and 
" flgurc-cightcd," [ 
then headed out toward tho Mississippi. 
He motioned for me to take control 
again. Tho wind buffeted, lifted, and 
dropped, but almost unconsciously, I 
was operating the rudder, noser back to 
level and keeping her wings horizon­ 
tal. 
Tho engine roared on, and I kept 
my eyes fastened on the horizon over 
her rocker arms, and steered a straight, 
level course. 


I had hardly been driving ten min­ 
utes when the old son-of-a-gun in the 
front seat ducked clear down out of 
sight, under the cowling of tho fusel­ 
age. 
Here I was, up twenty-five hun­ 
dred feet by the altimotor^ with a mighty 
powerful engine roaring in my ears, the 
world a peculiar looking dream-world 
far below, and the most sensativo crea­ 
ture of man's invention to keop me up. 
Suppose I'd go into a tail spin! How 
could he stop it! He didn't seem to 
care a bit, the length of time he stay­ 
ed out of sight. I was gaining more and 
more confidence, but I thought to my­ 
self ho would be a mighty handy thing 
to have around when it came to landing. 
Wo went sailing out over the Mississippi 
where we reached an altitude where the 
air was as smooth as glass, and for min­ 
utes at a time, it seemed, I would not 
have to move tho control. 


Then tho licutonnnt put his head up, 
looked around, gave the machine a turn 
and wo headed north. He gave me con­ 
trol again. 
I began steering, and look­ 
ing around enjoying the scenery, glanc­ 
ing back to check my courso and bal­ 
ance. It semcd a "cinch." 
Soon Ho 
motioned for me to steer duo east.'Here 
Was a new problem. 
I kicked tho rud­ 
der with my right foot and swung tho 
"joy-stick" to the right. 
Up>tho wings 
tilted to about thirty degrees and we 
sailed around the curve. 
I swung the 
stick back to the loft as we started to 
turn, to keep the '-ship' from turning 
over, because when. a. curvjjj|joj>urse is 
onco started, iho" 
f outer wing^Wts more 
becauso it travels faoter and further 
and encounters more air. Thon as the 
right direction was reached, a push on 
tho rudder, and tho joy stick back to 
neutral, leveled the "ship' u$ again. 


Soon he pointed down to a pond al 
most below us, took control, off with 
tho motor, and turned to the right in 
a "tight," fast, spjral dive. 
I looked 
down through the right wing tips, in­ 
clined to about 
eighty-five 
degrees. 
The old world was spinning around me. 


My stomach was floating around try­ 
ing to meet me coming in the other dir­ 
ection. 
The earth was flying up toward 
us with a locomotive's speed. Wo glid­ 
ed in a wider circle, then tightcnod up 
and nozud'down faster. 
I was almost 
bracing myself for tho crash, becauso 
the earth seemed close and coming fast. 
I ftill 
hold tho controls loosely, bo- 
causo I figured I was ready to "cash 


in" 
if ho was, and it wont beyond his 
power to control it. When wo seemed 
at tho tree tops, we swung out in a wide 
circlo and then dove or "zoomed" with 
the motor roaring, down nt a plantation 
hut. The niggor kids ran, tho old woman 
stood and waved as wo '' zoomed'' up, 
and we wavod back. 
Wo "zoomed" 
up and down ovor the tree tops, doing 
tho tree-top jazz. Geo, that was sport! 
We would go up about two hundred and 
fifty feet, dive steeply to hit a tree 
about the middle, thon nozo tho machino 
up sharply and shoot up over tho tree. 
Then ho looked back at me and wo both 
laughed. 


Then ho doved and stayed. I thought 
all was over, but I don't remember ex­ 
periencing any shock or remorse. 
I was 
feeling too good. 
Thon the left wing 
went up as wo dodged tho tree sido- 
wise and passed between it and another 
treo in a spaco too narrow to take us 
flying sidowise. 
Thcso trees 
aro 
a 
species of oak about one hundred foot 
high and thirty foet in diameter like 
a eucalyptus. 
We' never could 
have 
gone over their tops. 
Then wo made 
long sweeping side curves with the 
wings 
inclined to forty-five 
degrees 
and eighty-five degrees in which 
we 
would miss trees less than three 
foot. 
Sensation! 
Sport! 
Nothing liko it 
since tho old world started rotating. 
We swooped down over autos,^ around 
farm yards, waving at everybody. 


Thon wo climbed upward and out­ 
ward, and south of the field. Five hun­ 
dred feot was reached. Then he " c u t " 
tho motor and dove for tho field. Tho 
wind whistled' sharply through 
tho 
wires. I was watching closely to catch 
tho point of leveling off. Wo passed 
it twice in my reckoning. 
Then we 
did reach it, and turned off levol with 
the ground. Tho grass sped upward in 
a blurring hazy rush, 
Thon wo slowed 
and settled down, splashed through a 
muddy, shallow pool 
and 
stopped.

He said he saw Sam 
Allison recently, and Sam was one of a 
burying party who buried Roy Brown 
This army of UnclO Sam's is so big 
that finding a man is almost impossible, 
as tho regiments are widely scattered in 
differont billets, often miles apart. 


A few nights ago I slept in a great 
cathedral, which had been used by the

cathedral and city hall aro works of 
art—buildings of 
great 
architectural 
beauty, centuries old. 
The cathedral 
was finished in* 1627, the city hall about 
1633. Carving, statuary and mural dec­ 
orations in both buildings are tho finest 
I havo yet seen in my tour of Europe 
as a "private, first class." Tho Ger­ 
mans shelled the cathedral tower quite 
severely, as they thought we wore using 
it as* an observation post. Ono shell 
made a hole in the roof, over tho altar, 
10 feet across. 


Tho French troops here are celebrat­ 
ing by getting "pickled" clear up to 
the eyebrows, but our boys are not so 
wildly excited, although we certainly 
do hope that permanent peace will re­ 
sult. The king is to be hero, today on a 
visit.

A Boche avion dropped 
J,'barracks b a g " (army for bomb) in 
an attompt to blow up the old factory 
where wo wero oating supper. Tho dorn 
thing lit in a turnip field 100 feet from 
us and tho turnip casualties wero some­ 
thing, terrible! rpho bomb mowed down 
the turnip-tops within a radius of 50 
foot and dug a hole ten feet doop and 
•big enough to hide a 5-ton truck. None 
of us was hurt.

Dr: Harvey Thorpe

Captain Harvey L. Thorpe, of the 
United States army baso hospital, No. j 
96, died at sea, November 4, of pneu­ 
monia, brought on by exposure follow­ 
ing an attack of influenza. 
The sad 
news had been convoyed to tho family 
several days before it was made public 
through tho medium of a letter from 
Capt. H. H. Hattery of tho hospital 
unit.

notification of his 
death has yet arrived. Captain Thorpe 
was on his way to toko up overseas ser­ 
vice and tho body was buriod on its 
arrival at an English port. He had a 
brilliant future before him, having bo- 
come rccognizqd as ono of the leading 
brain specialists on the Pacific coast. 


He leaves a widow, Mrs. Lillian B. 
Thorpe; a mother, Mrs. Kate F. Thorpe 
of 748 West Eighteenth street, Los An­ 
geles, who is widely known in club 
work, and was one of the charter mem­ 
bers of the Friday Morning Club; and 
three brothers, Dr. Lewis S. Thorpe, 
Benjamin F. Thorpe and Charles Thorpe, 
all of Covina. The deceased was a mem­ 
ber of the Los Angeles Athletic Club, 
of the state and county medical asso­ 
ciations, and Greek letter fraternities. 


Capt. Thorpe was 36 years of age.

thiTty-two 
years ago. He was a graduate of .the 
Los Angeles high school, and then a 
student at tho University of California 
and the University of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
Ho took his medical degree at

That ordinance number 94 be and it 
is hereby amended by adding thereto 
sections numbered 8 and 9, to rend as 
follows:

It shall be unlawful for 
any person in charge of any vehicle on 
Citrus avenue, betwoon Badillo streot 
and Cottage Drivo to cross from one 
side of Citrus avenue to tho other sido 
theroof either by backing or turning, 
at any point thereon other than nt the 
ir.

Drive. 


All ordinances and pnrts of ordin­ 
ances in conflict with the provisions of 
this ordinance aro horeby repealed.'

MENT BELGIUM TOWN 


A letter descriptive of «()tho 
aerial 
bombardment of a Belgian'town has 
been received by 'the Epwbrth Leaguers 
of the Covina Methodist church from 
Frank H. Cowgill, son of the pastor. 
The letter is dated just one week from 
the signing of the armistice. 
It reads 
as follows: 


Belgium, Nov. 4, 1918. 
Dear Leaguors: 


I have not time to write you much 
now, but I wish to thank you for ask­ 
ing me to become a member of your 
army auxiliary league, and wish to say 
.that I shall be glad and feel honored to 
have you enroll mo as a member. 


It may be of interest to you to know 
that I have just come back from the 
front. I spent all day yesterday in the 
second • oldest town hall in Belgium, at 
a dressing station. I have had • somo 
very funny, novel, homeltko, serious, 
and dangerous experiences in the last 
three days. Two nights ago a comrade 
and I slept in the basement (keller) of 
a Belgian homo with the family, but 
the experience we had in trying to 
make them understand that wo wanted 
to sleep in the. cellar made us laugh 
until our sides ached. Wo slept very 
comfortably there until 4 a.m., when 
we were awakened to go furthor up 
front to establish an advanced dressing 
station. 
AVe piled into 
the 
r ambu­ 
lances, eight of us and a lioutenant.. 
We* drove up to a certain town, shrapnel 
dropping on us several times, and thc f 
Belgian civilians 
almost went wild 
over us, One young man insisted on 
taking me homo to breakfast. . Once 
more I washed and combed my hair 
before a nice big mirror, 'and sat down 
to a table set with regular dishes. On 
this occasion 1 had all the fine coffee, 
milk and sugar, brgad and buttor, that 
I could eat and drink. 
The . people 
were very nice and just tickled 
to 
death to get from under the, German 
yoke. I had a long talk with Mr, and 
Mrs." DeWitt. 
Mr. DcWitt i s the bro­ 
ther of the Lieutenant-General, se.nt by 
King Albert of Belgium, 'to act as Gov. 
ernor of that district. 
He said that 
four years under tho Germans »was a 
terrible life. 
The officers were over­ 
bearing and the soldiers took almost 
any liberties that they desired.. They 
took mo 'upstairs and sat ,mo in tho 
chair of the Mayor or Burgomaster, as 
thoy call him. This was in the Coun­ 
cil chamber, of the Town Halj. 
This! 
chamber is full of beautiful pointings 
and draperies and statutes. r 8 !Leading 
fromthe Council chamber .tov the As 
scmbly hall is a wonderfully . hand- 
carved door, 
having 
twenty-eight 
panels, each of which was a., different 
pattern. 
That door was made in tho 
oighth century. 
They showed! me the 
oldest building in the. town. It was 
built in the seventh century 


About nine 
o'clock 
the 
Boches 
started a terrible shell and aero bom­ 
bardment of the city, which.•> lasted all 
day. The big church, one.,- ^hundred 
yards from our dressing room, 
was 
badly shot up. They were after- the 
tower on our building. 
We wore less 
than a mile from the Germans.

Well we have just had another of the 
famous D days and H hours and at 4 
p.m. things are going nicely. Wo are 
getting ahead on schedule, taking lots 
of prisoners. 


It may soom strango that I can find 
timo to write whilo tho show is going 
on. The fact of the mattor is, that 
tfhe preparation for these shows, in 
my position of operations'for the corps 
air servico, is tho busiest poriod.

today wo have had very fair visibility, 
Only ono mission for tho corps. It is 
a big disappointment to get your plans 
out in elaborate detail, and then have 
the weather interfere. 


I am up at corps headquarters now 
working as operation officer of
